A Conciſe Account of the City of BATH, 
ANTIENT and MopkRN. 


HE City of BATH is about 13 meaſured 

Miles from BRISTOL, and 107 from LoN- 
F T DON; is ſituated in the North-Eaſt Part of 
N- the County of Somerſet; environed with a 

Number of fruitful Hills, full of excellent 
Springs, which are conveyed by Leaden Pipes to almoſt 
every Houle in the City ;---was famous in the Time of 
the Romans for its MEDICINAL WATERS, called by Pto- 
lemy the Hot Waters, by Antoninus the Waters of the 
Sun, by the Britons Caer Baden, (the City of Baths) and 
Caer Ennant, (the City of Ointments) and by the Sax- 
ons, who took it from the Britons, Akmanchefter, or the 
City of Valetudinarians. It's Baths are named the King's 
Bath, the Queen's Bath, the Hot Bath, the Croſs Bath, 


and the Leper's Bath; of which we ſhall treat mere fully 
in ſome of the following Pages.

This Place was originally a Reſort of Cripples, and diſ- 
eaſed Perſons; but is now 5 much frequented by the Gay 
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and Healthy for their Pleaſure, as the Sick for their Health, 
Its Situation is in a fine fruitful Valley, which every one 
ought. to eſteem as a remarkable Gift of Heaven, on Ac- 
count of the hot Springs that iſſue qut of the Bowels of the 
Earth in different Parts of the City. 


Chance being the common Source of ſuch Diſcoveries as 
bring Mineral Fountains, and the healing Virtues of the 
Waters, to the Knowledge of Mankind, we ſhall find it 
manifeſting itſelf in a very high Degree at Bath; and in 
the moſt eminent Caſe, leading an ingenious young Prince 
to one of the greateſt Secrets of Nature, for the Cure of a 
loathſome Diſeaſe which he laboured under. 


The Story touching this Prince having been ſolemnly 
handed down to the Elders of the preſent Age; as they re- 
ceived it, we will here repeat the Subſtance of it. | 


« While BLADUD, the only Son of Lud HuD1BRas, 
the eighth King of the Britons from Brute, was a young 
Man, he, by ſome Accident or other, got the Leproſy ; 
and leſt he ſhould infe& the Nobility and Gentry, that at- 
tended his Father's Levy, with that Diſtemper, they all 
joined in an humble Petition to the King, that the Prince 
might be baniſhed the Britiſh Court. Lup HuDiBRas, 
finding himſelf under a Neceſſity of complying with the 
Petition of his principal Subjects, ordered BLADUD to 
depart his Palace; and the pen, upon parting with 
her only Son, preſented him with a Ring, as a Token, by 
which ſhe ſhould know him again, if he ſhould ever ge! 
cured of his loathſome Diſeaſe. 


„The young Prince was not long upon his Exile, nor 
had he travelled far, before he met with a poor Shepherd 
feeding his Flocks upon the Downs, with whom, after « 
little Diſcourſe about the Time of the Day, and the Varia- 
tions of the Weather, he exchanged his Apparel, and then 
endcayoured for Employ in the ſame Way. Fortune fo far 
favoured BLADVUp's Deſigns, that he foon * from 
a Swine- 
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a Swineherd, who lived near where Cain/ham now ſtands, . 
the Care of a Drove of Pigs, which he in a ſhort Time in- 
fected with the Leproſy ; and to keep the Diſaſter as long 
as poſſible from his Maſter's Knowledge, propoſed to drive 
the Pigs under his Care to the other Side of the Avon, to 
fatten them with the Acorns of the Woods that covered 
the Sides of the neighbouring Hills, 


© BLADUD had behaved himſelf ſo well in his Service, 
and had appeared fo honeſt in every thing he did, that his 
Propoſal was readily complied with; and the very next Day 
was appointed for putting it in Execution : So that the 
Prince provided himſelf with every Thing that was neceſ- 
fary, ſet out with his Herd early in the Morning; and ſoon 
meeting with a ſhallow Part of the Avon, croſs'd it with 
his Pigs, in Token whercof he called that Place by the 
Name of Swineſerd. 


ce Here the riſing Sun, breaking through the Clouds, firſt 
ſaluted the Royal Herdſn. an with his comfortable Beams, 
and while he was addreſſing himſelf to the glorious Lumi- 
nary, and praying that the Wrath of Heaven againſt him 
might be averted, the whole Drove of Pigs, as if ſeized 
with a Phrenzy, ran away, purſuing their Courſe up the 
Valley by the Side of the River, till they reached the Spot 
of Ground where the hot Springs of Bath boil up. 


* The Scum which the Water naturally emits, mixing 
with Leaves of Trees and decayed Weeds, had then made 
the Land about the Springs almoſt all over-run with 
Brambles, like a Bog; into which the Pigs directly im- 
merged themſelves ; and ſo delighted were they in wallow- 
ing in their warm ouzy Bed, that BLaÞuUD was unable te 
get them away, till exceſſive Hunger made them glad to 

ollow the Prince for Food: Then by a Sachel of Acorns 
ſhook, and lightly ſtrew'd before them, BLapup drew 
his Herd to a convenient Place to waſh and feed then. by 
Day, as well as to ſecure them by Night; and there he 
made diſtin Crues for the Swine to lie in; the Prince 
concluding, that by keeping the Pigs clean and ſeparate, 
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the Infection would ſoon be over among the whole Herd. 
And in this Purſuit he was much encouraged when, upon 
waſhing them clean of the Filth with which they were co- 
vered, he obſerved ſome of the Pigs to have ſhed their 
hoary Marks, | 


© BLaDuD had not been ſettled many Days at this 
Place, (which from the Number of Crues took the Name 
of Swineſwick) before he, by driving his Herd into the 
Waods for Food, loſt one of his beſt Sows ; nor could 
he find her during a whole Week's diligent Search; but 


at laſt accidentally paſſing by the hot Springs, he obſerve! 


the ſtrayed Animal wallowing in the Mire about the Wa— 
ters, and on waſhing her, ſhe appeared perfectly cured of 
the Leproſy. | 


cc The Prince, ſtruck with Aſtohiſhment at this, and 
conſidering, with himſelf, that if the Cure of the Sow was 
owing to her wallowing in the Mud and Waters, why he 
mould not receive the ſame Benefit, by the ſame Means, 
inſtantly reſolved to try the Experiment; and thereupon 
ſtrippicg-himſelf naked, plunged himſelf in the Sedge and 
Waters; wallowing in them as the Sow and his other Pigs 
had done; and repeated it every Morning before he turned 
out his Herd to feed, and every Night after crueing them 
. So that in a few Days his white Scales began to fall 
off; and then BLA Du D was convinced that the hot Waters 
had Virtues of the greateſt Efficacy for his Diſorder. 


e The Prince, therefore, with the ſtrongeſt Hopes of 


obtaining a perfect Cure for himſelf and Pigs, came daily 


from Swinetwick to the hot Springs, bringing Part of his 
Herd with him, and bathed in the Mud and Waters altcr- 
nately till they had all received the cure he hoped and praycd 
for: After which BLapuD drove his Swine home, and not 
only told his Maſter who he was, but gave him a particular 
Account of his late Diſorder, and that he by a Miracle of 
Heaven was reſtored again to his Heaith ; the Prince, at 
the fame Time, afluring the Swineherd, that as ſoon as 5 
mould

mould come to the Crown he would make him a Gentle- 
man, and give him an Eſtate ſuitable to his Dignity. 


„The Swineherd liſtened with great Attention to what 
his Servant.faid ; and notwithſtanding he ſaw a wonderful 
Change in his Countenance from what he had obſerved 
before, yet he could not avoid looking upon him as a Mad- 
man, and more eſpecially for ſaying he was the King's 
only Son: But BLADuD, by the Uniformity of his Beha- 
viour, and the Politeneſs of his Converſation, ſo far remo - 
ved his Maſter's Suſpicion, that at laſt lie gave ſuch Credit 
to what he ſaid, as made him reſolve upon conducting him 
to Court, to be ſatisfied of the Truth of it. 


As ſoon as Matters were prepared for tie Journey, 
the Prince and his Maſter ſat out for the Palace of LuD 
HuDiBRAS ; and after their Arrival there, it was not long 
before BLADUD found an Opportunity, while the King 
and Queen were dining in Public, of putting the Ring us 
Mother had given him into a Glaſs of Wine that was pre- 
ſented to her; which the * , after drinking the Liquor, 
no ſooner perceived at the Bottom of the Glaſs, than the 
knew it to be the Token ſhe had given her Son; and with 
Raptures cried out, Where is Bladud, my Child ? | 


6 At theſe Words an univerſal Conſternation over. 
ſpread the whole Aſſembly; and while the People were 
looking at one another with Surprize and Amazement, 
the Prince made his Way through the Crowd, and prof- 
trating himſelf before the King and Queen, he was there- 
upon, to the great Aſtoniſhment and Satisfaction of hi 
Maſter, received by them, and all the Nobles preſent, 
though in his Shepherd's Cloaths, with the utmoſt Tran- 
ſports of Joy, as the Heir apparent to the Britiſh Crown ; 
but could not be prevailed upon to tell where or how he 
got his Cure. 6 


„When the Rejoicings were over on the happy Event 
of BLADUD's Return from Exile, and the young Prince 
bad ſent his Maſter Home, loaded with Preſents, he began 
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to ſolicit his Father for Leave to take a Journey into 
foreign Parts, not only to improve himſelf in the Know- 
ledge of Things, but to be out of the Way of thoſe who 
had been the Cauſe of his Baniſhment at Court, the better 
to ſtifle his Reſentment for ſuch cruel Uſage; and the King 
approving of his Son's Deſigns and Reaſons, reſolved upon 
ſending him to Greece, as he was a Youth of a very ex- 
traordinary Genius, to be inſtructed in Learning, which. 
the Grectans were then eminent for all over the World. 


« Ambaſſadors were therefore immediately appointed 
to go to thoſe learned People, and notify to them the 
King's Intention; Lu HupinRas, at the ſame Time, 
ordering a numerous Retinue, arrayed in the moſt ſplendid 
Manner, to attend his Son : But BLADUD beſeeched his 
Father to omit all this, and inſtead of ſending him Abroad 
as the Heir Apparent of the Britiſh Crown, to permit him 
to ſet out on his Travels as a private Perſon, dreſſed in the 
Habit of a Student, deſirous of nothing but the Attainment 
of Knowledge. 


«© The King, after many perſuaſive Arguments, com- 
plied with his Son's Deſire; and BLanuD ſet out for 
Greece, chuſing Athens for his chief Place of Abode; 
and continuing eleven Years Abroad, learned Philoſoy hy, 
Mathematics, and Necromancy : So that at his Return to 
Britain, he was of great Service to his Father in the Ma- 
nagement of the Government; whereby he learned the 
Art of Ruling ſo well, that when LVD HupiBRas died, 
and BLADUD ſucceeded him, no Monarch could be more 
capable of governing a Nation than he was. 


© BLADUD had no ſooner aſcended the Briti/h Throne, 
than he went to the Hot Springs where he had got his mi- 
raculous Cure, when in Exile, and made Ciſterns about 
them; built himſelf a Palace near thoſe Ciſterns, with 
Houſes for the Chief of his Subjects; and then removed, 
with his whole Court, to the Palace and Jlouſes he had 
erected; which from thenceforward went under the Title 

of Caerbren, and became the Seat of the Britiſb ry 
40 ter 
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« After this, BLADUD ſent for his old Maſer, and 

ve him a handſome Eſtate near the Place where he lived; 
which he ſettled upon him and his Heirs forever z building 
thereon a Manſion-Houſe for him, Habitations for his 
Family and Servants, and proper Crues for his Herds of 
Swine : Theſe together made a Town, divided into two 
Parts, the North-T own and the South-"Town,to which the 
Swineherd affixed the Name of thoſe Animals that had 
been the Cauſe of his good Fortune; and, to this Day, the 
North Part of the Town is called Hogs-Norton, but by 
ſome Norton-Small-Reward, from a Tradition that the 
King's Bounty was looked upon, by the Swinehberd, but 
as a ſmall Reward for what he had done for him. 


« When theſe Works were compleated, BLapup ap- 
plied himſelf to nothing but ingenious Studies, which he 
purſued with ſo much Aſſiduity, that he taught Necro- 
mancy in his Kingdom ; purſuing his magical Operations, 
till he attempted to fly to the upper Regions of the Air, 
with Wings he had invented for that Purpoſe ; but unfor- 
tunately falling on a Temple in the City of Trinowantuzn, 
dedicated to APOLLO, was thereby daſhed to Pieces.” 


After his Death, his Body was depoſited at Neww Trey, 
as the Rev. Mr. Joſeph Glanville, formerly Rector of 
Bath, declares it was found recorded in a Couple of old 
Manuſcript Chronicles, one of which Chronicles Doctor 
Pierce acknowledge to have been in his Poſſeſſion when he 
publiſhed his Bath Memoirs in the Year 1697. 


[1 New Troy, mentioned in theſe Chronicles, as well 
as Trincevanium, where BLADUD met with his tragical 
Death, appears (as banded down tous and explained by 
fome ancient Hiftorians) to hate been one and the ſame 
Place, and that no. other than the City of BATH.] 


The City, according to our Annals, appears to be of 
= Antiquity ; and it is the more certain, from the in- 
nite Number of ancient Coins, Statues, Altars, Inſer ip- 
tions, 2and other Monuments of Roman Hiſtory, _ 
| aye 
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have been, and are ſtill daily diſcovered in and about thi. 
City, as may be ſeen in Camden, Guydott, Wood, and many 
other Authors. 


Tt is likewiſe evident, that it has -been ſeveral Times 
deſtroyed, either by Civil Commotions or by Fires; and 
it appears that the old City was ten or twelve Feet below 
the preſent one; for in digging ſome Cellars to a Houle 
that was building for the late Mr. Thomas Maggs, Diſ- 
tiller, in Stall-Street, there was found (on the 29th Day of 
June, 1753) a Pedeſtal, on which was the following In-

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In order to a better Underſtanding of the above Inſcrip- 
tion, it is neceſſary to obſerve, that the Remans carried 
their Adulation to their Emperors ſo far, as not only to 
flatter them in the groſſeſt Manner whilſt living, but to 

deify them after they were dead, by erecting Temples and 

| Altars to them : Of this the above Inſcription is a Proof ; 

| for it appears that Caius Severins had purified or cleanſed 
ſuch a Place from its Ruins and Profanation, and had re- 

ſtored it to its original Uſe, and dedicated it again to the 

c Virtue and Name of the deceaſed Emperor, to whom it 
had been at firſt conſecrated, 


In the Year 1755 the Abbey-Houſe, or Priory, belong- 
ing to the-Duke of Kingflon, was taken down, in order to 
erect a more commodious Pile of Building, which is now 
finiſhed ; and in digging out the Foundation of the old 
Houſe, the Workmen diſcovered a very valuable Piece of 
Antiquity ; about twenty Feet below the Surface of the 
Earth, they fell upon ſome Cavities, which led to the 
Rnd very noble Roman Baths and Sudatories, con- 
ſtructed upon their elegant Plans, with Flocrs ſuſpended 
upon ſquare Erick Pillars, and ſurrounded with tubu- 
lated Bricks, for the equal Conveyance of Heat and 
Vigour : Their Dimenſions were very large. Hence it 


n appears, that the Roman Soldiery, though in ſo remote 
1e a Station, entertained higher Ideas of the Conveniency, 
a- Elegance, and Uſe of Baths, than the ſettled and opulent 

Inhabitants of Great-Britair ever propoſed to themſelves. 
s, The Spring which ſupplied thoſe Baths being now clear- 
a- ed from the Rubbiſh, Sc. and tlre ſeveral ancient Sewers 

tor carrying the Water from the Baths repaired, his Grace 
e- of Aing/lon has now built on the ſame Spots ſeveral Baths 
uy and Sudatories, upon an entire new Plan, which will be 


a great Advantage to the Public. The Pian was laid be- 
icre ſome of the moſt eminent Phyſicians, and met with a 
general Approbation, as well for the Elegancy and Neat- 
neſs of the Deſign, as the Utility of the ſeveral Apart- 


x ments. The whole are the Draughts of Mr. Thomas. 
28 Jelly, an eminent Maſter- Builder here; and the Baths 
1 are now finiſhed under his Direction, 


| This 
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This City being ſurrounded with an amphitheatrical 


Circle of Hills, and likewiſe fitnated to the Weſt, is a 
conſiderable Addition to its Delights: For Hippocrate; 
was of Opinion, that a City fo advantageouſly placed, and 
ſo much fheltered from the North-eaſterly Winds, muſt 
be the moſt healthy Place of Habitation. 


Although its Situation is low, yet the Salubriouſneſs 


of the Air, from the Vapours of the boiling Springs, great- 


ly contributes to the Health of the Place. The late Mrs. 
Chandler, in her Poem, entitled, A Deſcription of Bath, 
makes the following juſt Obſervation : 


The min ral Steams which from the Baths ariſe, 
From noxious Vapours clear the neigbb ring Skies : 
When Fevers bore an epidemic Sway, 
Unpeopled Towns, ſwept Villages away ; 
While Death Abroad dealt Terror and Deſpair, 
The Plague but gently touch'd within ther Sphere. 


Bleft Source of Health ! ſeated on riſing Ground, 
With friendly Hills by Nature guarded round ; 
From eaflern Blaſts, and ſultry South ſecure ; 

The Airs balſamic, and the Soil is pure. 


It is here proper to give ſome Account of the Bath Wa- 
ters, the Cauſe of their Heat, the many Diſorders they are 
of infinite Service in, the beſt Time of drinking them, and 
the Quantity generally taken. | 


The Bath Waters certainly owe their Original to a Mix- 
ture and Fermentation of two different Sources, diſtilling 
from the Tops of two Mountains (Clawertor and * 
doaun) meeting in the Valley where the Town ſtands ; for 
all Hills are a Neſt of Metalsor Minerals, and their Bowel«s 
are cavernous and hollow. It is not therefore impoſſible, 
that on Clawerton- Down there ſhould lie the fulphureous 
Matter, which muſt riſe by Impregnation from that excel- 
Tent Stone lying in ſeveral Parta of the Mountain, which 
hardens in the Air, and grows caſed with a nitrous Coat 


by Time and cold Weather; for all Mineral Waters 2 
their 
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their Virtue to an Impregnation of Rain Water generated 
from the Clouds, which are compreſſed in their Courſe by 
Mountains or Eminences, and fall on the reſpective in- 
cluded Minerals. And 'tis very well known that a due 
Mixture of Sulphur, and Filings of Iron, moiſtened with 
Water, will produce any Degree of Heat, This Stone, 
therefore, muſt have a large Quantity of ſulphureous or 
bituminous Matter, in its Compoſition, as will be evi- 
dent to a natural Philoſopher, from theſe mentioned Qua- 
lities; neither is it improbable, that the ferruginous or 
Iron- tinctured Water takes its Riſe from Lanſdawn; the 
Stone of it being hard, and on the top flinty, black, and 
acrimonious, as Iron Ore is known to be. Theſe two 
Mountains, thus tinged by Rain Water falling from the 
proper Heights, meet in ſome Caverns in the Valley, and 
there fermenting, produce that hot, milky ſoft Liquid, 
called BaTH WATER; far beyond any hot Mineral 
Water, for its Delicacy, and 1s thought to be ſuperior to 
any other hot Water, (hitherto diſcovered on the habit- 
able Globe) for its comfortable Heat, as it poſſeſſes that 
Milkineſs, Detergency, and middling Heat, ſo friendly . 
adapted to weakened Conſtitutions, which all other hot 
Waters want in the due Degree; either being too hot, 
or too cold, to do any great Good in Cales where they 

are proper. | 


Theſe Waters are beneficial in almoſt all Chronical 
Diſtempers, and can hurt in none, except in Hemorrhages, 
Inflammations, or bad Lungs, unleis they be over-doſed 
in Quantity, or too high or too hot a Regimen be joined 
with them; for they are very grateful to the Stomach, 
have a fine ſulphureous ſteely Taſte, like that of the Ger- 
man Spaw, or Pyrmont; and procure a great _— 
and good Spirits, if cantiouſly managed ; but if high 
Meats and ſtrong Liquors be indulged, they create in- 
flammatory Diſorders. However, in weak Stomachs, de- 
cayed Appetites, Cholics, low Spirits, in the Intervals of 
the Fits of the Gout and Stone, in Rheumatiſms, Palſies, 
Nervous Diſorders, and finally in the Cure of all thoſe In- 
firmities of Body which go under the Denomination 2 

the

the Cold. Diſeaſes, they are more kindly and beneficial 
than any Medicine known in Nature; they introduce a 


- natural Warmth and a new internal Heat into decayed 


worn-out Conſtitutions ; and if a light Regimen, due Ex- 
erciſe, and good Hours be joined with them, they will 
truly work Wonders: But by the Neglect of theſe their 
Efficacy is often Joſt, and their Credit brought into 
Queſtion. | 


Theſe Waters, in general, are drank in the Morning, 


between the Hours of Six and Ten, that they may have 


Time to paſs off ont of the Stomach ; though ſome drink 
a Glaſs about Noon : The Quantities generally taken in a 
Day are from one Pint to three, though ſome drink two 
Quarts; few Conſtitutions deſire more: And it is the 
Opinion of moſt Authors who have wrote upbn theſe Wa- 
ters, that they ſhould be drank as hot from the Pump as 
poſſible ; becauſe the nearer they are drank to the Foun- 
tain-Head, the more Efficacy they are of.

Having given ſome Deſcription of the Situation and 
Antiquity of this Place, as well as an Account of the mi- 
raculous Diſcovery of the Waters, and how beneficial they 
are in many Diſorders ; we ſhall in the next Place give the 
Reader an Account of the Churches, Chapels, and other 
public Edifices ; beſides many other curious Particulars, 


And firſt, the Church of St. Peter and Paul, commonly 
called the Abbey, (which is ſuppoſed to be built on th: 
Spot where ſtood the Roman Temple of Miuerwa, Patroncſs 
of the Baths) is a noble Edifice built in the Shape of a 
Croſs ; it was founded in the Year 676, by King Os Ric, 
together with the Abbey-Houſe for Nuns ; but in the 
Year 775 King OFFA placed therein ſecular Canons, who 
being expelled by King EDdGaR, he inſtituted Benedictine 
Monks in their Stead; and it was frequently repaired and 
augmented, till OLIVER KinG began the preſent Pile 
in 1495, which was occaſioned by a Dream, or Viſion ct 
his, as related by Sir John Harringiou,—The B:ithop (says 
he) having been at Bath, imagined, as he one Night ly 
meditating in Bed, that he ſaw the Holy Trinity, with 
Angels atcending and deſcending by à Ladder, near to 
which was a fair Olive-Tree ſupporting a Crown: The 
Impreſſion was fo ſtrong, that the Bihop thought he heard 
a Voice which (aid, “ Let an Olive eſtablich the Crown, 
and let a King reſtore the Church.” This had fuch an 
Effect upon the good Prelate, that he iniantly formed 1 
Defign to re-build the Church of S. Peter; accordingly 
he ſet the Work immediately in Hand, and, as Sir Job: 


concludes, cauſed his Vion to be repreſented on the m_ 
ſid: 
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ſide of it, under the Title of De ſurſum ct; „ it is from 
on high.“ 


The pious Biſhop was prevented from compleating this 
Work by Death; and upon the Diſſolution of the reli- 
gious Houſes, this Church coming into the King's Hands, 
and the Townſmen refuſing to purchaſe it of the King's 
Commiſſioners for 500 Marks, it was entirely ttripped of 
the Lead, Glaſs, Iron, Timber, and other Materials ; in 
which Condition, with only the bare Walls ſtanding, it 
remained upwards of 100 years, till 1606, when it was 
reſtored to its preſent State by the pious Benefattions of 
Dr. James Montague, then Biſhop of this Dioceſe, and 
other generous Benefactors, and made Parochial. | 


The Weſt Front of this elegant Structure is enriched 
with ſeveral Statues, beſides a Repreſentation of the Viſion 
of Oliver King, as above related. This noble Fabric con- 
tains many curious Monuments, (ſeveral of which have 
been erected within theſe twenty Years) a handſome Al- 
tar-Piece, given in the Year 1725, by General Wade, 
who was many Years one of the Repreſentatives in Par- 
liament for this City; likewiſe an excellent Organ, thought 
by very good Judges to be one of the belt in Europe. This 
Church may be juſtly called the Lanthorn of England, for 
its Lightſomeneſs, Statelineſs, and Elegance of Structure, 
and is reckoned by all Judges who have ſeen it, to yield 
the curious Stranger as much Speculation as perhaps can 
be met with in any Parochial Church of the ſame Standing in 
the World. The Eaft and Weſt Windows are prodigious 
large, and the Tower (which is 162 Feet high) has an ex- 
cellent Peal of eight Bells. The Length, from Eaſt to 
Weſt, is 210 Feet, and from North to South 126; the 
Breadth of the Body and Side Iſles is 72 Feet, and the 
Windows are 52 in Number, Here 1s Divine Service 
twice every Day, at Eleven in the Forencon, and Four in 
the Afternoon.—'The ſeveral Pariſhes in Bath are, a Rec- 
tory, in the Gift of the Corporation, to whichthe Vicarage of 
Hucomò and Wiilcornb are alſo annexcd, 


B The 
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The Pariſn Church dedicated to St. Fames was re-built 
in the years 1768 and 1769, under the direction and agree- 
able to the Plans of Neſis. Thomas Jelly and John Pal- 
mer, both of this City, Architects; is a very neat Build- 
ing, with Free- ſtone Fronts in the Gothic Taſte. The 


Ground Plan is a Parallelogram of 61 Feet long by 58 


Feet wide within the Walls; the Roof is ſupported by 
four Ionic Columns; the Cieling is divided into three 
Parts; the Middle is finiſhed with an Entablature and Co- 
ving, and the two Sides with an Architrave only, of the 
Ionic Order. The Altar forms a Niche ſet round with 
Columns and Pilaſters, with the Entablature of the Doric 
2 which Entablature is continued on the Fronts of 
the Galleries. This Church was built partly by voluntary 
Subſcriptions, and partly at the Expence of the Pariſhi- 
oners. The Tower was rebuilt in the Years 1725 and 
1726, and is alſo a Free-ftone Building in the Gothic 
Taſte: In this Tower is a Peal of eight Bells, which are 
very muſical. Here is Divine Service on Sundays; and 
and Praveen Wedneſdays and Fridays at Eleven o' Clock in 
the Morning; and at Four in the Afternoon on Saturdays, 
and Morning Prayers at Eleven on Saints Days. 


The Church dedicated to S?. Michael, was begun to be 
rebuilt on the fame Spot of Ground where the old one 
ſtood, about the Year 1734; and was finiſhed in the Year 
1742, partly at the Expence of the Inhabitants,by a volun- 

tary Subſcription in ſome, and by a Rate upon the whole, 
except a feè private Benefactions; General Wade like- 
wiſe * a conſiderable Sum towards rebuilding it; but 
the Tower was not compleated *til] the Year x7 55, when a 
Subſcription. was raiſed amongſt the Inhabitants of the 
Pariſh ; and ncw.it is quite finiſned in the Doric Order, 
with a fine Dome. It is a very neat Church in the Inſide; 
and on each Side the Altar piece are two very fine Paint- 
ings of our Savicur and. Moſes ; the firſt was done by Mr. 
Heare of this City, and the other by Mr. Robinſon of 
London: It has now likewiſe a muſical Peal of eight Bells. 
Here is Divine Service as often as at St. Fames's.

| Maſter, who muſt be a Clergyman, and perform Divine 


Service twice a Day in the ſaid Chapel. This Place is in 
the Gift of the Corporation, and by the great Increaſe of 
the Value of its Eſtates is now one of the beft Charitics 
in Ezgland, and the Maſter's Living is ſuperior in Point 
of Profit to molt other Eccleſiaſtical Benefits. 


The Chapel dedicated to St. Mary Magdalen, is a little 
Edifice ſituated under Beechen-Clift, which for many 
Years was ſhut up, aid not the leaſt Notice taken 
of it; but now it is under the Direction of the Rector of 
Both: Here is Divine Service every other Sunday, when 
there is not any at Widcemb. Adjoining is an Hoſpital 
belonging to it, for Idiots, which was rebuilt in 1761. 


From the Chapels we now come to the other Places of 
Divine Worſhip ; the firſt of which is the Preſbyterians 
Meeting-Houſe, ſituated in Frog-Lane. The Quakct's 
Mez:ting-Houſe is at the upper End of Marchant's-Court, 
in the Market-place. There is a Meeting for the Ana- 
baptiſts in Garrard-ttreet, built under the direction of Mr, 
Robert Parſons. A Methodiſt Tabernacle lately built by 
Lady Huntingdon, in Harlequin-Row. Alſo a Chapel, late- 
ly built in Monmonth-{reet, for a Sect of People who calls 
themſelves Moravians. There is likewiſe another Place 
of religious Worſhip, known by the Name of the Bell 
Tree-Houſe, (ſituate in Bell-Tree Lane) for thoſe Per— 
ſons who are Members of the Church of Rome. 


The General Hoſpital in this City, for the Reception of 
the ſick Poor from all Parts of the Kingdom, next deſerves 
our Notice, as tis ſo worthy and laudable a Deſign; the 
firſt Stone of it was laid the 8th Day of July, 1738, :t the 
Norch-eaſt Corner of the Building, by the Kight Hon.

It was built where the old Play-Houſe ſtood, and is a very 
elegant Pile of Building, 100 Feet in Breadth, and 90 
Feet in Depth. The late Ralph Allen, Eſq; was a con- 
ſiderable Benefactor, for he gave all the Free- ſtone (ready 
wrought) Wall- ſtone, Paving- ſtone, and Lime-Kone, uſed 
in building it. 


The Hoſpital was opened for the Reception of Patients 


in the Year 1742; and the Governors, by the generous 
Benefactions of the Public, from the Year 17 50 'till 1757, 
were enabled to admit as many Patients into the Houſe as 
it could conveniently hold: But the Benefactions being 
much leſs than uſual, and the conſtant Number of Patients 
in the Hoſpital above 100, the annual Expence reduced the 
Capital near One Thouſand Pounds in two Years : There— 
fore the Governors limited the Number of Patients to 70 ; 
and the Money received each Year bearing pretty near an 
equal Proportion to the Year's Expences, they have 
thought it not adviſeable to increaſe the Number, but hope, 
by the Continuance of charitable BenefaCtions, again to 
extend this uſeful Charity, to as many Patients as the 
Hoſpital will hold, which is 110. |

combe. As theſe uſeful People, as well as the Poor reſi-

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Truſtees : And here are two _ Sermons ev 
Year at all the Churches and Chapels, for the Support 
it ; beſides many private Donations. 


Having given ſome Account of the public Charities, we 
ſhall in the next place treat of the Guildhall in this City, 
which is ſituated in the Market- Place and was rebuilt in 
the Year 1625, by Ingo Jones, Architect, when he came 
here to view the State of the Baths; the whole Structure 
is of the Doric and Ionic Orders, placed one upon another; 
the South End of it was taken down about 36 Years ſince 
and built in a more elegant Manner. At the North End 
of the Hall are the Statues of the Britiſh King Coel, who 
is ſaid to have given this City its firſt Charter, and Edgar 
a Saxon King, who was crowned in the Abbey Church in 
full Parliament, Anno 973. In the Hall is preſerved the 
Head of Minerva, caſt in Metal, a very curious Picce of 
Antiquity, that was dug up in Stall-Street, oppolite the 
Three-T uns, in the Year 1725: Tis ſaid the Society of 
Antiquarians offered the Corporation, when it was firft 
found, a conſiderable Sum for it. The Inſide of the Hall 
is ornamented with the Pictures of his Royal Highneſs Fre- 
derick Prince of Wales, and his Royal Conſort, which are 
at the upper End, being preſented by their Royal High- 
neſſes to the Corporation, on Account of the Reſpect ſhewn 
them when at Bath. His Royal Highneſs preſented them 
likewiſe with a magnificent wrought Gilt Cup and Salver, 
which are uſed at moſt of the public Entertainments. Over 
the Door is a Picture of the late Richard Nafh, Eſq; paint- 
ed by Mr. Hoare of this City; and at the Bottom of the 
Room are the Pictures of the Earl of Chatham and Lord 
Camden, both painted likewiſe by Mr. Hoare; and 
round the Hall are hung the Pictures of all the Members 
of the Corporation, painted by the late Vandyce, at the 
Expence of the late — Wade, who was one of their 
Repreſentatives in Parliament, as a Compliment of the 
tree and unanimous Choice of him : The General's Picture 
is likewiſe in the Hall. Here Quarter-Seſſions are held, 
and the City is governed by the Mayor, Recorder, and 
Aldermen, beſides twenty Common-Council ; though the

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This firft Stone of the Guildhall, erected at the fele Ex- 
pence of the Chamber of this . was laid the 11th Day of 
February, 1768, and in the Eighth Year of the Reign of 
King George the Third, by William Chapman, Hi; Mrnyor. 


This Building will be the Center of an elegant and ſpa- 
cious Pile, including not only the Hall and its Offices, but 
likewiſe the ſeveral Markets of the City; Part of which 
are compleated, wiz. the Green-Market, and Shambles; 
and, when the reſt are finiſhed, will be equal if not ſupe- 
rior to any Markets in Exgland. 


The next public Structure we ſhall deſcribe, is the 
Puur-Roou, ſituated at the North-Side of the Kixg's 
Bath; it was erected in the Year 1704, but much enlarged 
in the Year 1751, and is now a neat Piece of Building. 
It was opened the Year after it was erected, for the Re- 
ception of the Quality to meet and drink the Waters in: 
The uſual Time of aſſembling, is every Morning between 
the Hours of Seven and Ten; a good Band of Muſic at- 
tends everp Morning (during the Seaſon) from Eight till 
Ten, to entertain the Company, as there are generally a 
great Number of Ladies aud Gentlemen, who make a very 
brilliant Appearance. At the Eaſt End of this Room is 
a fine Marble Statue of the late and ever-memorable Ri- 
chard Naſb, Eſq; it was executed by the late Mr. P. Heare, 
Statuary, in this City, and was the Gift of the Corpora- 
tion, to perpetuate his Memory on Account of his indefa- 
tigable Behaviour during his Adminiſtration in this City. 
T here is nothing elſe in this Room worthyObſervation, ex- 
cept a very good Clock, given by the late Mr. Tempion, 
Watch-Maker, and the following humorous Piece, wrote 
by the late Richard Naſh, Eſq.

As the Place of Maſter of the Ceremonies became va- 
cant on the 28th of March 1769, by the Death of Mr. 
Derrick, who ſucceeded Richard Naſb, Eſq; in that Office, 
the Candidates to ſucceed him were Mr. Brereton and Mr. 
Plomer. The Company for both Parties were ſo ſanguine 
in ſupporting their Friend, that nothing but Diſcord and 
Riot were to be ſeen in Bath for ſome Time, till both 
Candidates reſigned their Pretenſions to the Mafterſhip of 
the Ceremonies in favour of Capt. WADE, (Nephew to 
the late Field-Marſhal Vade,) who on Friday Night, April 
18, 1769, offrciated at a numerous and fpleftrdid Ball, 
when the greateſt Satisfaction was expreſſed by all the 


Company. 


As Capt. Wade was unanimouſly appointed to the Office 
of Maſter of the Ceremonies at Bath, it was thought pro- 
per he ſhould be diſtinguiſhed by ſome particular wacge 
of his Office; and a Subſcription - Book was opened at the 
public Rooms for the Purchaſe of a GOLD MEDALLION, 
which was judged to be a proper Mark of Diſtinction, 
and in October following was preſented to him by the 
Company then at Bath, and he now wears it in Public. 


The Medallion is made of fine Gold, enamelled blue, 
md elegantly enriched with Brilliants. On one Side is 
2 raiſed Figure of Venus, repreſented with a Golden Ap- 
pie in one Hand and a Rudder in the other : The Motto, 
Vehus decens. The Reverſe is a Wreath of Laurel: The

We ſhall next deſcribe the Baths of this City, of which 
there are five in Number, excluſive of thoſe belonging to 
the Duke of Kingſten, as before mentioned. 


1. The King's Bath, which riſes about 152 Feet South 
Welt of the Abbey-Church : The Spring, or main Sowce 
of this Bath, is in the Center, and is covered over with a 
Leaden Ciſtern, with an Intent to reſtrain its rapid Motion, 
and to diſperſe it more equally to different Parts of the 
Bath, as well as to receive the Pipes of Suction of all the 
| dillerent 
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Pumps, which are thence ſupplied ; the Springs were doubt- 
leſs ſeparated from the common Springs by the Romans, 
and fenced in with a durable Wall. A wooden Building 
is erected in the Bath, with Niches and Seats for the Ac- 
commodation of the Bathers. The Dimenſions of it are 65 
Feet 10 Inches by 40 Feet 10 Inches, and it contains 346 
Tuns 2 Hogſheads and 36 Gallons of Water, when filled 
to its uſual Height, Here are Pumps and Pumping- 
Rooms, for pouring the hot Streams on any Part of the 
Body, which in many Cafes are very ſalutary. 


In this Bath, there is a Statue of King Bladud, which. 
was exected in the Year 1699; under which is the follow- 
ing Inſcription, engraved on Copper :

2. The Queen's Bath, which having no Spring of its 
own, is ſupplied with Water from the King's Bath, by a 
Communication of an arched open Paſſage. The Water 
of this Bath is more temperate than the firſt, and near the 
lame Degree of Heat as the Cro/5-Bath : The Dimenſions 
are 25 Feet four Inches, by 24 Feet two Inches, and it con- 
tains 81 Tuns 3 Hogſheads and 11 Gallons of Water, 
The Time theſe two Baths generally take in filling, (being 
filled as well as diſcharged together) is about ten Hours, 


3. The Croſs-Bath, which riſes in the South-Weſt Part 
of the City, and is ſo called from a Croſs which is erected 
in the Middle of it, by the Earl of Me{fort, (Secretary of

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State to King James the ſecond) as a Memorial of the 

geen's Bathing in it, in the Year 1687, The Ornaments 
of the Monument (which are all of fine Marble) are, the 
Deſcent of 'the Holy Ghoſt, (attended by Angels) the 
Euchariſt, and ſeveral Inſcriptions, many of which are now 
eraſed : Its Dimenſions are 24 Feet fix Inches, by 19 Feet 
11 Inches. It contains 53 Tuns and 47 Gallous of Wate!, 
and is generally about 11 Hour in filling. 


4. The Hot-Bath, which is ſituated about 120 Feet 
South-weſt of the former, and is ſo called from its being 
found (or once deemed) the hotteſt of all; though from 
many Experiments it has been lately declared to be new 
the 3 Degree of Heat as the Kizg's-Bath. Its Dimen- 
nions are 30 Feet 8 Inches and a half, by 13 Feet 11 Inches. 
It contains 34 Tuns and 27 Gallons of Water, and fills 
in much the ſame Time as the Croſs-Bath, 


5. The Leper's Bath, which is ſituated cloſe to the Welt. 
fide of the Hot Bath, from which it receives the Water, as 
it has no Source of its ov n, and is uſed only by the poor 
People that belong to the Hoſpital of that Name. The 
Time People generally bathe, ' is, between the Hours of 
Six and Nine in Morning, when there is a freſh Supply of 
Water; that which riſes one Day being diſcharged the ncxt 
by Draius into the River Avon made for that Purpoſe; by 
which the Baths are always kept ſweet and wholſome. 


Near the common Pump at the King's Bath, wes the 
following Inſcription : 


Ichowvab's Bl Hing let's adhnire ; 
Here's conſtant Heat, and yet no Fire 
Retheſda's Pool, by ſacred Hand, 
Hither remov'd to heal the Land.

The following are the Rules and Orders (as eſtabliſhed 
by the Corporation) for regulating Bathing, and a!ſo the

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Fees and Conduct of the Serjeants, Bath-Guides, Cloth- 
Women and Chairmen, 


A Serjeant ſhall not demand more than Three-pence for each 
Time of Bathing:—A Guide ſhall not demand more than One 
Shilling for each Time of Bathinz:—A Cloth-Woman ſhall not 
demand more than Three-pence for each Time of Bathing. 


The above Fecs are to be underſtood, ſo as not to affect Peo- 
ple in low Circumſtances, or Servants, ſuch being allowed to 
bathe for $ix-pence only, to the Guide tor Linen and Attendance. 


That no Serjeant, Bath-Guide, Cloth-Woman, or Chairman, 
ſhall demand any Thing of a Bather for his or her Entrance on 
Bathing or Pumping, which has ulually been demanded by the 
Name of Footing-Moncy. 


That ſufficient Fires (at the Expence of the Chamber of the 
City) be made inthe Slips, the fame to be lighted at Six o'Clock. 
in the Morning, in the Winter Seaſon, viz. from Mrxhaelnas to 
lady Day; and at Five o'clock in the Morning in the Summer 
Seaſon, viz. from Lady-Day to Michaelmas, and to be continuet: 
the uſual Hours of Bathing. 


Bathing to be allowed on all Holidays, except Chriftmas-Day- 
and Good- Friday,

Quantity of ground they are Building upon, including the 
Court for Chairs and the Approaches for Coaches, con- 
tains upwards of an Acre and a half. The large Ball 
Room is to have a Cove Cieling; will be 106 Feet long, 
43 Feet 6 Inches wide, and 42 Feet high; the Tca Rocm, 
including a Colonnade at the Weſt End, will be 67 Feet 
Jong and 42 Feet wide, and 42 Feet high; the Octagen 
Room will be 48 Fect Diameter, and 42 Feet high. To 
this Building is joined a large Commodious Dwelling: 
Houſe, beſides many other Antichambers. | 


The principal Coffee-Houſes here are kept by Mr. Tri: 
nell, Mr. Machclarx, and Meſſrs. Pritchard and Wildnar: 
Mr. Trimnell's is ſituated in Orange Grove, Mr. Mack 
clary's fronts the North Parade, is therefore called the 
Parade Coffee-Houſe, is a very pleaſant Room, eſpecially in 
the Spring; that kept by Meſſrs. Pritchard and Wildman is 
a large elegant Room at York. Houſe, in York Building:, 
ſituated at the upper End of the Town, oppoſite Prince 
Buildings. | 


We have a good Theatre here, ſituated in Orchard. 
ſtreet; it was built by Mr. John Palmer of this City, and 
is now a THEATRE ROYAL, his Majeſty having granted 
a. Patent to him, his-Heirs, &c. for the Term of twertr- 

one 
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one Years, commencing the 25th of March, 1768. They 
perform three Times a Week. 


There is lately built in a Field juſt above the Turnpike, 
leading to Lanſdown, a RIDING-SCHoOL, by Mr. Poli- 
TiER, (the Mafter) where Gentlemen and Ladies amuſo- 
themſelves every Morning, and are inſtructed in the Art 
of Horſemanſhip: The Gentlemen's Days are Mondays, 
Wedneſdays, and Fridays; the Ladies Tueſdays, Thurſdays, 
and Saturdays. | 


During the Summer Seaſon, there are opened, on the. 
other Side of the River Avon, (oppoſite the Grove) ſome 
very pleaſant Gardens, called Sprizg-Gardczs, where there: 
are public Breakfaſts, with Muiic,. twice a Week, viz. 
Mondays and Thurſdays, at 18. 6d, each Perſon. Ladies 
and Gentlemen likewiſe meet there in the Evening to drink. 
Tea. The Proprietor has taken much Pains, and expend- 
el a conſiderable Sum, to bring it to itz preſent Houriſhing 
State; however, as much Company retort there, 'tis not 


doubted but it will anſwer his Expectations. —Every Per- 
ſon (except. a Subſcriber) pays Six-pence on Admittance. 
into the Gardens, fer which a Ticket is given that entitles- 
you to any thing at the Bar to that Value.

We have very fine Markets here every Day, but the 
chief Days are HNedueſilays and Saturdays : They are ſup- 
pled with the greateſt Variety of all Sorts cf Proviſions.

freſh Buiter brought in from the Country every Morning, 
remarkable for its Gootineſs, Alſo we have a very good 
dupply cf treſh Meat from the Butchers who reſide in the 
City, The Fiſh Markets are JPedyeſtays and Fridays 5; 
an Bath is thought to excel all other inland Towns in 
England for the Goodneſs and Quantity of the Sea Fiſli 
brought to it; beſides Freſh- Water Fiſh, of which there: 
are 2.good Variety daily taken in the River A, and ex- 
poſcd to Sale in the Market. | 
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In the Growe, near the Abbey-Church, (now called 
Orange-Grove, in Compliment to the late Prince o Orange) 
there is an Obeliik erected, with an Inſcription on it, in 
Honour to the Price of Orange and the Place; his High- 
"neſs having been obliged to viſit Bath tor his Health, just 
before he married the Princeſs Royal of England, and re- 
-cerwed great Benefit by the Waters: It was erected by 
Richard Naſh, Eig. The following is the Inſcription :

Judgment in Architecture, was not to be equalled by 
'72any People in England; he was the Occaſion of build- 
ing Qucen- ſcuane, which was begun the 27th Day cf Jg. 
nuary 1729, and is a magnificent Pile of Building. In 
the Inſide of the Square is a Garden with Gravel Walks, 
ſurrounded with a Stone Balluftrade, and in the Middle ot 
Each Side are large Iron Gates; in the Center of the Garden 
is a fine Baſon of Water, in which is erected a lofty Obe- 
liſk, 70 Feet high from the Foundation, which terminate 
in a Point; and level with the Eye is the following In- 
ſeription cut on Marble :

The late Mr. Wood was not only the Occaſion of build- 
ing Qyeen-ſquare, and many Streets contiguous, but like- 
wile the Grand Parade, (which was begun the roth Day 
of March 1739-40) the South Parade, Pierpoint-ſtreet, 
Duke-flreet, &c. &c, And ſome time hefore his Death, 
which was in May 1754, he laid out a Plan for erecting u 
moſt beautiful Pile of Building, called the King's Circus, 


be one of the moſt elegant Piles of Building in Europe, of 
a modern Work eſpecially : It is circular, and the Eleva- 
tion of ail the Houſes are uniform, and conſiſt of three On- 
ders, viz. the Doric, Tonic, and Cariathian, and every En- 
richment belonging to them: There are three Openings or 
Streets leading into it, with a large Baſon in the Center, 
| which 15 now compleated, and is fed by two or three fine 
Springs, affording a plentiful Supply of Water to the 
whole Neighbourhood : The Street leading into it, from 
Queen-ſquare, is called Gay ſireet, and the Street on the 
left Hand, is called Prock-freet, which leads to a new 
Pile of Building, called the RoY&4L CRESCENT ; and 
the Street on the right Hand towards Larſtown Road, is 
called Cennet-flreet. 


There is a new Row of Buildings ereftcd at the upper 
End of Broad-freet, called Bindud's-Builiines, which 
make a very handſome Appearance; every Houle has two 
Fronts, and each commands very fine Proſpects, particu- 
izrly that to the South-Eaſt. Juſt above thete Buildings 
a Row of Houſes built in a Field calted Vizeyards, which 
from a Mixture of Brick and Stone, is calied Harlequ- 
Row ; and oppoſite this Row is a handſome Pile, called 
Paragen-Buildings : The back Rooms of theſe Buildings 
command a mott delightful Proſpet.—And lately have 
been ereed in the ſame Field another Row of Houſes, 
tailed Helle-Mont, which have a paved Terrace raiſed above 
C2?

which is now finiſhed, and inhabited; and is thought to

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the common Way; and as they are ſituated on an Emi. 
nence, command a moſt cxtenſive Proſpect. 


Leading from Gay-ſtreet to — tas Road, upon 2 
Spot of ', Fahey belonging to the Corporation, formerly 
called Town- Acre, is now erected a very neat uniform Row 
of Buildings with a fpacious paved Terrace before the 
Front; this is called Edgar's Buildings, in Memory of 
the King of that Name before mentioned. Fronting Ed. 
gar's Buildings is a new Street, built upon the Ground of 
Mr, Milfom, is therefore called Mzl/ozr-fireet; and from 
thence to the General Hoſpital is a new Street built, which 
is called Bond-ftreet. King's-mead-flireet, King's -mead- 
ſquare, Avon-firect, Beaufort-ſquare, and ſeveral Houſes 
adjoining, have all been built within theſe thirty Vears. 
The Houſes in Lady-Mead, which lead from Walcot- 
Aireet (in St. Michael's Pariſh) to Walcot Church, have all 
been built within theſe few Years; as have many Houſes 
at the lower End of Horſe-reet, on a Spot of Ground con- 
tracted for by the late Mr. Bradley, which make a great 
Addition as well as Ornament to the Street. 


In a Garden near Chandos s- court is erected ſeveral new 
Houſes, which are called Weflgate- Buiidings ; and at the 
South-end of thoſe Houſes are building near a Hundred 
more, of different Sizes, in a Field called the Amery. 


Never was known ſuch a Spirit in Bath and its Envi- 
rons as there is at preſent for Building, and has heen for 
theſe five or fix Years paſt; and there are at this Tim: 
wpwards of two Hundred Houſes unfiniſhed, and many 
more contracted for, 


The Stone, of which. the principal Houſes here are 
built, is dug out of Quarries near the City, of which 
there are a great Number. 


The Houſes within the City Walls (which are ſaid to 
have been built by King Alfred about the year goo) have 
within theſe late Years. been very much improved, and 

made

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made convenient for Trade, as well as the Reception of 
Strangers. The Corporation (whoſe chief Study is to 
make every Thing as agreeable as poſſible) have lately 
pulled down the North and South Gate, and purchaſed 
ſeveral old Houſes, in order to render the Streets and Ave- 
nues in and to this City more extenſive and commodious. 


The Roads about Bath grow every Day much better, 
by the Prudence and good Management of the Commil-. 
ſioners of the Turnpikes; as they are at this Time not 
only very ſafe but pleaſant ; and the Acceſs to the Hills, 
Claverton and Landjdown, (which were formerly very 
difficult to aſcend) is now rendered very ſafe and eaſy, 
eiher on Horſeback or in Carriages. hen you arrive 
on the Summit of Lanſdown, there is a very extenfive 
Proſpect for many Miles round; and the Air that you 
breathe in on theſe Hills, is very beneficial to Invalids that 
ride to re:tore their Health, fox | eſpecially on Lanſdoaun; 
for the Inhabitants of three or four Houles, that are built 
upon the Down, often live to the Age of One Hundred 
Years and upwards, Here you have a fine View of the 
Briſtal Channel, City of Briffol, Part of Wales, and great 
Part of Gloceſlerſbire, Worceſterſhire, ant Wiltfhire ; ant 
there is one Point of View where the Cities of Bath and 
Eriſto may be ſeen at the fame Time; the Soil of this 
Down 1s thought to produce the fineſt Herbage in the 
Veſt of England for Sheep, as the Lanſdown Mutton is 
known to be the beſt and iweeteſt in all Furpe. At the 
farther Part of the Down is a Monument erected by Lord 
Lanſdown, in Memory of his Grandfather Sir Bevel 
Granville, who was there killed in the Action between 
him and Sir Miiliam Waller, in the Civil Wars in the 
Reign of King Charles the Firſt. In this Battle, on the 
King's Side, which was commanded by the Marquis ct 
Herefard, the King's Horſe were ſo ſhaken, that cf 2050, 
which were upon the Field in the Morring, there were not 
above 600 left after the Actien. This“ Monument is 
elegantly built with Free- ſtone, 2nd » Square of one and 
twenty Feet contains the whole Structure. |

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Clawerton Down is likewiſe much frequented by People 
that ride for the Air, and it is very pleaſant and agreeable; 
from which yon have a View of the whole City of Bath, 
and .a pleafant Proſpect of the Vale between Bath and 
Briftol : Near it is a Seat that belonged to the late Ralpj 
Allen, Eſq; (but now to the Biſhop of Glocefter, and inha. 
bited by Lord Kerry) called Prior-park, which commands 
a Proſpect as delightful as poſſible for the Imagination to 
conceive, the City of Bath being the chief Object, and to- 
wards it the principal Front of the Houſe is turned; the 
Seat conſiſts of a Houſe in the Center, two Pavilions, and 
two Wings of Offices, all united by Arcades, and mak- 
ing a continued curv'd Line of Building of about 1009 
Feet in Front, of which the Houle takes about 1 50 Feet, 
and is of the Corinthian Order, elevated upon a Ruſtic 
Baſement crowned with a Balluftrade ; the Center advan- 
cing forward, and making one of the large and mott cor- 
rect Portico's in the Kingdom. 


There are many agreeable Rides for Airing about tl 
City, eſpecially when the Weather is cold or tempeſtu- 
ous, viz. to Kelſion, Landon Road, and Briffol Road. In 
the Road to Kelſton you have a great Number of very 
fine Proſpects, 2 of the River Avon, which runs 
in a ſerpentine Manner for many Miles; in either of the- 
Roads you are well ſheltered by the Hills from the Inclc- 
mency of the Weather, 


he late Act of Parliament relating to Bath is ſtrictly 
adhered to, as the Streets are every Night extremely weil 
lighted by Lamps; and the City in general is kept very 
cleun. Here is alſo a regular Watch every Night in Calc 
of Accidents. | 


The following are the Regulations the Chairmen of Bath 
are now ſubject to, as ſpecified likewiſe by a late Act ot 
Parliament.—The Mayor and Aldermen of this City, or 
any five or more of them, whereof the Mayor for the 
Time being to be one, ſhall licence all, or any Perſon cr 
Perſons wo faall carry or keep any Glaſs Chair, or Bath

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Chair, within the ſaid City of Bath, or the Liberties and 
Precin&ts thereof; the Charge of every ſuch Licence is 
not to exceed the Sum of Three Shillings, which is to be 
paid by every reſpe&ive Chairman, beſides the Duty of 
the Stamps; and that the Number of Glaſs and Bath 
Chairs ſo licenced ſhall not be under 70, if ſo many be 
requeſted by any Perſon or Perſons fitly qualified; the 
ſad Licence ſhall be granted for the Term of one Year 
from the Date of each reſpective Licence and no longer. 


The Chairs thus licenced are to have a Mark of Diſ- 
tinction by Figure, or otherwiſe, as the Mayor and Al- 
dermen ſhall think proper; and the ſaid Mark ſhall be 
placed on the Back of every Chair, or in the moſt con- 
ſpicuous and convenient Place to be taken Notice of. And 
if any Perſon or Perſons preſume to carry any Glaſs or 
Bath Chair within the City of Bath, the Liberties or 
Precin&s thereof, withcut ſuch Leave or Licence; for 
every ſuch Offence, ſaall forfeit the Sum of Thirteen Shil- 
lings and Four-pence : And the Chairmen ſhall keep ſuch 
Stands or Places with their Chairs, as the Mayor and Juſ- 
tices of the ſaid City, for the Time being, ſhall by any 
Writing under their Hands, to be affixed up on the 
Guildball, and on the Pump-Reom, order, direct, and 
appointz and if any Chairman refuſes obeying ſuch Or- 
ders or Directions as aforeſaid, for every ſuch: Offence 
ſhall forfeit the Sum of Ter Sbillings; and upon Com- 
plaint, the Juſtices of the ſaid City may ſuſpend any of the 
laid Chairmen from working, for any Time not exceed- 


ing forty Days. 


No Chairman can demand for any one Fare from any 
Part within the Walls of the ſaid City, more than the 
Sum of Six-pence ; or to any Place not exceeding the Diſ- 
tance of 500 Yards, more than Szx-pence ; and for any 
greater Length, not exceeding one meaſured Mile, or 
1760 Yards, the Sum of One Shilling; and no more than 
the Sum of Six-fence for every Half-Hour's Waiting, 
and ſo proportionably for any longer Space of Time. No 
Chairman ſhall be required or obliged to carry any Chair 
| | out 
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out of the Liberties of the ſaid City on. the North and 
Weſt Side thereof, nor farther than the Foot of Peachen- 
Cliff, Widcombe-Hill, Clawerton-Down, and Bathaweek- 
Down, on the South and Eaſt Side of the City. 


Any Perſon the ſaid Chairmen ſhall at any Time carry, 
may cauſe the ſaid Chairmen to ſtop as often as he or ſte 
ſhall require, ſo as ſuch Perſons do not detain the Chair- 
men above the ſpace of ten Minutes in every S:x-penny 
Fare, or twenty Minutes in every Telve-pcnny Fare; 
and in Caſe any Chairman ſhall refuſe to carry any ſuch 
Fare, or ſhall exact, demand, or take more for his Far: 
or Hire than the ſeveral Rates by Act of. Parliament, cr 
ſhall utter any abuſive Language, or offer any other In- 
ſult to the Perſon he ſo carries; ſuch Chairmen ſo ct- 
fending, and being convicted thereof by the Oath of on: 
or more creditable Witneſs or Witnefles, before the May- 
or and Aldermen, ſhall for every ſuch Offence fortcit the 
Sum of. Ten Shillings, one Moiety of which is to go to 
the Informer, and the other Moiety to the Poor of the 
City; no Chairman ſhall make Ule of any other Chair 
than what ſhall be ſo marked: And that no Perſon mall 
blot ont, obliterate, alter, cr deface the Mark or Figure 
of Diſtintion appointed by the ſaid Mayor and Alder- 
men, under the Forfeiture of Three Pounds tor every ſuch 
Oft:nce.—If any Perſon does refuſe or neglect to pay any 
Chairman or. Chairmen the Money juitly due to him or 
them for carrying in his or their Chair 3 or ſhail wiltuiy 
cut, deface, or break any ſuch Chair, it ſhall and may 
be lawful fer the Mayor and Aldermen, on Complzi:t 
thereof, to grant a Warrant to bring before them the 
Perion againſt whom ſuch Complaint ſhall. be made, an 
upon Proof made by one or more Witneſſes upon O¼ 
(which Oath the Mayor and Aldermen have Power to ad. 
miniſter) toaward reaſonable Satisfaction to the Porty grie- 
ved for his Damage and Coſts; and upon Refuſe] to py 
and make ſuch Satisfaction, to iſſue out Warrants of Dii- 
treſs, to levy the ſame on the Offender's Goods and Chat- 
ties; and for Want of Diſtreſs, to commit the Party or

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ſuch Satisfaction be made; and ſuch Penalty, ſo to be re- 


covered, ſhall be applied to and for the Uſe of the Poor of

Any Gentleman may uſe a Chair of his own, and ap* 
int _y Perſon or Perſons to carry the ſame, as he or 
they reſpectively ſhall think proper; provided that no 
Chairman hired or employed to carry fuch Chair or Chairs 
as aforeſaid, ſhall carry any Fare than fuch Perſon, or his 


Family, ſo hiring them as aforeſaid, on Pain of forfeiting 


for every ſuch Offence the Sum of Ten Shillings, Every 
Perſon 10 hiring his own Chairmen, ſhall enter ſuch Chair, 
with the Names of the Chairmen, in the Office of the Clerk 
of the Peace for the ſaid City; for which Entry no Fee or 


Reward 1s required. 


N. B. All the Chairmen are ordered to keep their 
Stands; when attending at the Pump-Room, in the 
Church-Yard ; at Mr. Simpſon's Rooms, in Orange-Grove ; 
at Mr. Gyde's Roems, on the North-Parade; and at Mr. 
Trimnell's Coffee-Houſe, in Orange-Grove: It is ordered,

Having given the Reader as full and clear an Account of 
the City of Bath, and its Environs, as can be expected in 
ſo ſmall a Tract, 'tis now proper to ſay ſomething of our 
late worthy BenefaRor, Richard Naſh, Eſq; who was 
Maſter of the Ceremonies of this City upwards of fifty 
Years; under whoſe Adminiſtration Bath flouriſhed in ſo 
particular a Manner, as to be now able to vie with any 
City in the Kingdom (of its Size) for the Politeneis of its 
Amuſements, Elegance of its Buildings, &c. Sc. 


Richard Naſb, Eſq; the Subject of theſe Lines, was horn 
in the town of Swanſea in Glamorganſbire, on the 18th 
of Oftober, in the Year 1673. His Father was a Gen- 
tleman waoſe principal Income aroſe from a Partnerſhip 
in a Glaſs-Houſe; his Mother was Neice to Col. Poyer, 
who was killed by Oliver Cromwell for defending Fem- 
broke Caſtle againſt the Rebels. 


He was educated under Mr. Mattechs at Carmarthen 
School, and from thence ſent to Jeſus College, Oxford, 
in order to prepare him for the Study of the Law. Th : 

D his 
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firſt Method he took to diſtinguiſh himſelf at College, wa 
not by Application to Study, but his Aſſiduity for In- 


trigue.— His Stay at College, however, was but of ſlion 
Duration. 


The next Step he took was, to purchaſe himſelf a Pair 
of Colours in the Army, which Situation he thought the 
beſt adapted to gratify his Inclination for Gallantry.— 
He ſoon became diſguſted with the Life of a Soldier, quit. 
ted the Army, and entered his Name as a Student in the 
Temple-Books, and here went to the very Summit of Se- 
cond-rate Luxury. In this Manner Mr. Na+ ſpent ſome 
Years about Town, till at laſt his genteel Appearance, 
his conſtant Civility, and, ſtill more, his Aſſiduity, gained 
him the Acquaintance of ſeveral Perſons qualified to lead 
the Faſhion both by Birth and Fortune. 


About the Year 1703 the City of Bath became in ſome 
Meaſure frequented by People of Diſtinction. The Com- 
pany was numerous enough to form a Country-dance up- 
on the Bowling-Green ; they were amuſed with a Violin 
and a Hautboy, and diverted with the romantic Walks 
round the City. 


Captain Webfter was the Predeceſſor of Mr. Naſh. This 
Gentleman, in the Year 1704, carried the Balls to the 
Town-Hall, each Man paying Half-a-Guinea a Ball. 
The Amuſements of the Place were neither elegant, nor 
conducted with Delicacy. This was the Situation ef 
Things when Mr. Naſh firſt began to preſide over the 
Amuſements of the Place. His firſt Care was to promote 
a Muſic Subſcription ; the Pump-Room was put under 
the Care of a proper Officer; large Sums were raiſed for 
repairing the Roads about the City ; the Houſes and Streets 
began to improve, and Ornaments were laviſhed upon 
them even to Profuſion. A few Years after, one Thomas 
Harriſon erected a handſome Aſſembly-Room, for the Re. 
ception of the Company; and from that Time Bath has 
been conſtantly improving.— The ſaid Mr, Naſh always

conducted every Thing in the moſt pleaſing Manner, and 
gave general Satisfaction to ail the Strangers. 


Some Time before his Deceaſe Nature gave Warning of 
his approaching Diſſolution : The worn Machine had run 
itſelf dewn to an utter Impoſſibility of Repair; and he 
died at his Houſe in St. John's Court in Bath, on the zd 
of Feb. 1761, aged 37 Vears. His Death was ſincerely 
regretted by the City, to which he had been fo long and 
ſo great a Benefactor. 


In three or four Days after his Deceaſe, his Corpſe was 
conveyed to the Abbey-Church, with great Solemnity.— 
About Five the Proceſſion moved fromm his Houſe: The 
Charity Girls, two and two, preceded ; next the Boys of 
the Charity-School, ſinging a ſolemn occaſional Hymn 
next a large Band of Muſic, ſounding at proper Intervals 
a Dirge ; three Clergymen immediately preceded the Cof- 
fin, which was adorned with ſable Plumes, and the Pall 
ſupported by the fix ſenior Aldermen ; the Maſters of the 
Aſſembly Rooms following as chief Mourners. The 
Croud was fo great, that not only the Streets were filled, 
but even the Tops of the Houſes were covered with Spec- 
tators. 


Soon after his Death a Pamph!:t was publiſhed, en- 
titled, © A Sketch of the Life, Charader, and Manner, 
of the late K ichard Naſb, Eſq; —the Contents of Which 
were as follows:

&« De mortuis nil niſi bonum. 


«© He was by Birth a Gentleman, an ancient Briton ; 
by Education, a Student in jeſus College in Oxtord ; by 
Profeſſion ; his natural Genius was too volati:2 for 
any.—He tried the Army and the Law; but ſoon found 
his Mind ſuperior to both—he was born to govern, His 
Dominion was not like that of other Legiſlators, over the 
dervility of the Vulgar, but over the Pride of the og

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and the Opulent, His Public Character was great, as i 
was ſelf- built and ſelf- maintained: His Private amiable, 
as it was grateful, beneficent, and generous, By the 
Force of Genius he erected the City of Bath into a Pro. 
vince of Pleaſure, and became, by univerſal Conſent, its 
Legiſlator, and Ruler. He planned, improved, and re. 
gulated, all the Amuſements of the Place; his funds. 
mental Law was, that of Good-Breeding z hold ſacred De. 
cency and Decorum, his conſtant Maxim: Nobody, how. 
cver exalted by Beauty, Blood, Titles, or Riches, could 
be guilty of a Breach of it unpuniſhed : The Penalty, 
His Diſapprobation, and Public Shame. 


To maintain the Sovereignty he had eſtabliſhed, he 
Publiſhed “ Rules cf Behaviour, which (from their Pro- 
priety) acquired the Force of Laws; and which the high. 
«ft never infringed, without immediately undergoing the 
Fublic Cenſurc. 


' He kept the Men in Order, by wiſely prohibiting the 
wearing Swords in his Dominions; by winch Means he 
prevented ſudden Pafſtion from cauſing the Bitterneſs cf 
unavailing Kepentance. In all Quarrels he was choſen 
Umpire; and to juſt were his Decitons, that Peace ge- 
neraliy triumphed, crowned with the mutual Thanks of 
both Parties. 


He kept the Ladies in good Humcur and Decorum, by 1 
nice Obſervance of the Rules of Place and Precedenct; by 
ordaining Scandal to be the infallible Mark of a fol 
Head, and a malicious Heart, always rendering more ſu! 
picious the Reputation of her who propagated it, tht 
that of the Perſon abuſed, 


Of the young, the gav, the heedleſs Fair, juſt launch. 
ing vpon the dangerous Sea of Pleaſure, he was ever, un— 
ſolicited, (ſometimes unregarded) the kind Protector; 
tumanely correcting even the Miſtakes in Dreſs, as wel

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as Improprieties in Conduct: Nay, often warning them, 
tho' at the Hazard of his Life, againſt the artful Snares 
of deſigning Men, or an improper Acquaintance with 
Women of doubtful Characters. Thus did he eſtabliſh 
his Government on Pillars of Honour and Politeneſfs, 
which could never be ſhaken : And maintained it for full 
half a Century, with Reputation, Honour, and undiſputed 
Authority; beloved, reſpected, and revered. 


Of his private Character be it the firſt Praiſe, that while 
by his Conduct, the higheſt Ranks became his Subje ke, 
he himſelf became the Servant of the Poor and tue Diſ- 
treſſed; whoſe Cauſe he ever pleaded amongſt the Rich, and 
enforced with the prevailing Eloquence of a good Exam- 
ple: They were aſhamed not to relieve thoſe Wants, to 
which they ſaw him adminiſter with ſo noble a Heart, and 
ſo liberal a Hand. Nor was his Munificence confined to 
Particulars, he being, to all the Public Chatities of this 
City, a liberal — not only by his own moſt ge- 
the WET nerous Subſcriptions, but * always aſſuming in their Be- 
de half the Charatter of a ſturdy Beggar, which he perform- 
ted with ſuch an authoritative Addreſs to all Ranks without 
en Diſtinction, that few of the worſt Hearts had Courage to 
+. iefuſe what their own Inclinations would not have prompt- 
fed them to beſtow. 


Of a noble public Spirit, and a warm grateful Heart, 
„ze Obeliſk in the Grove, and the beautiful Pyramid in 
; tie Square, are magnificient Teſtimonies : The one erect- 
17, Wed to preſerve the Memory of a moſt intereſting Event 
la oe bis Country, the Reſtitution of Health, by the healing 
Waters of this Place, to the Illuſtrious Prince of Orange, 
who came hither in a moſt languiſhing Condition: The o- 
ther, a noble Offering of Thanks to the late Prince of 
c. Wales, and his Royal Conſort, for Favours bejJowwrd, and 
un. 4907's by them conferred in this City. | 


His long and peaceful Reign of abſolute Power was fo 
tempered by his exceſſive Good-Nature, that no Inſtance 
D 3 | can 
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can be given either of his own Cruelty, or of his ſuffer. 
ing that of others to eſcape its proper Reward. An Ex- 
ample unprecedented amongſt abſolute Monarchs | 


Reader !---This Monarch was a Man, and had his Foi- 
bles and his Faults ! which we ſhould wiſh covered with the 
Veil of Good-Nature, made of the ſame Piece with his own; 
But Truth forceth us unwillingly to confefs, his Paſſions 
were ſtrong; which, as they fired him to act ſtrenuoully 
in Good, hurried him to ſome Exceſſes of Evil. 


His Fire, not uſed to be kept under by an early Reftraint, 
burſt out too often into flaming Acts, without waiting for 
the cool Approbation of his Judgment. 


His Generofity was ſo great, that Prudence often whi. 
pered him, in vain, that ſhe feared it would enter the neigl- 
bouring Confines of Profuon: His Charity ſo unbound- 
ed, that the Severe might ſuſpe*t it ſome-times to be the 
Offspring cf Folly or Oſtentation. 


With all theſe, (be they Foibles, Follies, Faults, or 
Frailties) it will be difficult to point out, amongſt his co- 
remporary Kings of the whole Earth, more than One who 
hath fewer, or leſs pernicious to Mankind. 


His Exiſtence (for Life it ſcarcely might be called) was 
ſpun out to ſo great an Age, that the Man was ſunk, ice 
many former Heroes, in the Weakneſs and Inſirmities ot 
exhauſted Nature: The unwilling Tax all Animals mult 
pay for Multiplicity of Days, 


Over this cloſing Scene, Charity long ſpread her all-co- 
vering Mantle; and dropped the Curtain, before the poct 
Actor, though he had played his Part, was permitted to 
quit the Stage. Now may ſhe protect his Memory!

the Hours of paſſing, very often loſe a great Deal of 
Time and Buſineſs, in waiting on both Sides, for paſſing : 
Therefore obſerve, that the Winds for paſſing are ac- 
l counted but two Sorts, viz. all the Winds that are South- 
7 erly and Weſterly, are called tne Winds below; and 
, thoſe Northerly, the Winds abave ; and when Wind and 
4 Tide go both one Way, there is no paſſing, except at the 
: going out of the Tide at Auſt; for then at three Quar- 
ters Ebb you may paſs : But when the Wind is above, all
